SUBJECT: OCTOBER WEATHER FORECAST 
DEPT PLS PASS AGRICULTURE 

1. IN CENTRAL OBLASTS OF EUROPEAN USSR AVERAGE MONTHLY 
TEMPERATURE WILL BE NEAR NORMAL AND ONLY IN SOME PLACES 
TEMPERATURES WILL RANGE TWO DEGREES F. HIGHER. 

PRECIPITATION WILL RANGE BETWEEN TWO AND TWO AND THREE 
QUARTER INCHES. DURING SECOND HALF OF MONTH COOLER 
WEATHER WILL PREVAIL. FREQUENT RAINS WILL FALL DURING 
MONTH WHICH WILL CHANGE INTO WEST SNOW DURING SECOND HALF 
OF MONTH. 

2. IN NORTHERN OBLASTS OF THE EUROPEAN USSR TEMPERATURES 
WILL BE NORMAL AND IN SOME PLACES TWO DEGREES HIHGER 
THAN NORMAL. MONTHLY PRECIPITATION WILL RANGE BETWEEN 
ONE AND ONE HALF HINCHES AND TWO AND ONE QUARTER INCHES. 

3. IN BALTIC STATES AND BELORUSSIA OCTOBER WILL BE TWO 
TO FOUR DEGREES 

COOLER THAN USUAL AND PRECIPITATION WILL 

RANGE BETWEEN TWO AND THREE INCHES. FREQUENT RAINS ARE 
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EXPECTED BETWEEN OCT 11-25 WHICH WILL CHANGE INTO WET 
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SNOW 

NURING LAST TEN DAYS OF MONTH. 

4. IN UKRAINE AND MOLDAVIA TEMPERATURES WILL BE TWO TO 
FOUR DEGREES F BELOW NORMAL AND ONLY IN EASTERN UKRAINE 
NEAR AVERAGE. MONTHLY PRECIPITATION IN MAJORITY REGIONS 
WILL REACH TWO TO TWO AND A QUARTER INCHES AND IN SOME 
PLACES RANGE FROM ONE TO ONE AND ONE HALF INCHES. BETWEEN 
OCT 1 1 AND 25 FREQUENT BUT SHORT DURATION RAINS ARE EXPECTED 
WHICH WILL TURN TO WET SNOW AT END OF SECOND AND BEGINNING 
OF THIRD DECADE. 

5. TEMPERATURES IN NORTH CAUCASUS AND ROSTOV OBLAST WILL 
BE NRMAL BUT IN PLACES TWO DEGREES WARMER. IN THE 
MAJORITY OF REGIONS PRECIPITATION WILL BE BETWEEN TWO AND 
THREE INCHES. FIRST TWO DECADES WILL BE DOMINATED BY WARM 
WEATHER FOLLOWED BY COOL WEATHER AT THE END OF MONTH. 
FREQUENT RAINS WILL COME DURING ENTIRE MONTH. DRY WEATHER 
IS EXPECTED DURING PERIOD OF IT - 1 1 AND 26-31 OCT. 

6. EASTERN TERRITORY OF THE EUROPEAN USSR, (INCLUDING 
OBLASTS OF KIROV, GORKI. PERM AND ASSR'S OF MARI, MORDOV, 
CHUVASH AND UDMURT) WILL HAVE TEMERATURES TWO DEGREES 
F HIGHER THAN USUAL. PRECIPITATIOA FOR MOST REGIONS WILL 
RANGE FROM TWO TO TWO AND THREE QUARTER INCHES AND IN 
SOME PLACES FROM ONE AND ONE QUARTER INCHES TO TWO INCHES. 
RELATIVELY WARM WEATHER WILL PREVAIL BUT WILL 
ALTERNATE WITH THREE TO FIVE DAY COLD WEATHER AT THE 

END OF EACH DECADE. DURING FIRST HALF OF MONTH RAINS 
ARE EXPECTED ON SEPARATE DAJS WHILE IN SECOND HALF 
FREQUENT RAINS WITH WET SNOW WILL PREVAIL. 

7. TERMPERATURES TWO DEGREES F WARMER THAN USUAL ARE 
EXPECTED IN THE CENTRAL AND LOWER VOLGA REGIONS WITH 
PRECIPITATION RANGING FROM ONE TO TWO INCHES. ONLY 

IN SOUTHERN PARTS OF ASTRAKHAN OBLASTS PRECIPITATION MAY 
VERY BETWEEN ONE HALF AND THREE QUARTER INCHES. PERIODS 
OF RELATIVELY WARM WEATHER WILL ALTERNATE WITH COLD 
WAVES ANTICIPATED AT END OF EACH DECADE. RAINS TURNING 
TO WET SNOW ARE EPXECTED DURING END OF SECOND AND THIRD 
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DECADES WHILE DRY WEATHER WILL PREVAIL AT END OF FIRST 
AND BEGINNING OF THIRD DECADES. 

8. NORMAL TEMPERATURES ARE EXPECTED IN MIDDLE AND SOUTHER 
URALS WITH PRECIPITATION RANING BETWEEN ONE AND ONE 
QUARTER INCHES AND ONE AND ONE HALF INCHES. WARM WAVES 
ANTICIPATED AT THE START OF EACH DECADE WILL ALTERNATE WITH 
COLD WAVES DURING SECOND HALF OF EACH DECADE. WEATHER 
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WILL BE DRY DURING WARM PERIOD AND WET WITH RAIN AND WET 
SNOW DURING COLD PERIODS. 

9. IN KAZAKH SSR TEMPERATURES ARE EXPECTED NEAR NORMAL 
BUT ALSO SOME TWO TO FOUR DEGREES F BELOW NORMAL. AVERAGE 
MONTHLY PRECIPITATION IS NOT EXPECTED TO EXCEED ONE INCH 
BUT IN THE EASTERN PARTS OF REPUBLIC IT WILL RANGE 
BETWEEN TWO AND TWO AND THREE QUARTER INCHES. 

SIGNIFICANT DROP IN TEMPERATURE IS EXPECTED AT END OF MONTH. 

10. IN CENTRAL ASIA TEMPERATURES WILL BE WARMER THAN USUAL 
ABOUT TWO TO FOUR DEGREES. AVERAGE MONTHLY PRECIPITATION 
IS NOT EXPECTED TO EXCEED ONE AND ONE HALF INCHES. WARM 
WEATHER WILL DOMINATE EXCEPT DURING END OFNHONTH WHEN THE 
TEMPERATURES ARE EXPECTED TO DROP. SHORT DURATION RAINS 
CAN BE EXPECTED BETWEEN 15-19 AND 26-31 OCT. 

1 1 . IN WESTER SIBERIA AVERAGE MONTHLY TEMPERATURE IN THE 
SOUTHERN HALF OF THE REGION WILL BE NEAR OR LITTLE BELOW 
NORMAL. THE REST OF REGION WILL BE TWO TO FOUR DEGREES 
ABOVE NORMAL. AVERAGE MONTHLY PRECIPITATION WILL RANGE 
BETWEEN ONE AND TWO INCHES. A SHARP DROP IN TEMPERATURE 
WILL OCCURE AT THE END OF SECOND DECADE AND WILL 

BE FOLLLOWED BY WARMING AT THE BEGINNING OF THE LAST 
DECADE. RAINS WITH SNOW ARE EXPECTED AT END OF THE FIRST 
AND THIRD DECADE AS WELL AS AT THE BEGINNING OF THE SECOND 
DECADE. 

12. IN EASTERN SIBERIA TEMPERATURES IN MOST OF REGIONS 
WILL BE ABOVE NORMAL SOME TWO TO FIVE DEGREES F. IN THE 
NORTHERN AND EASTERN PARTS OF YAKUTSK ASSR TEMPERATURE 
WILL BE TWO TO FOUR DEGREES F BELOW NORMAL. AVERAGE 
MONTHLY PRECIPITATION IN MOST OF YAKUT ASSR AND SOUTHERN 
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PARTS OF EASTERN SIBERIA IS NOT EXPECTED TO EXCEED THREE 
QUARTERS OF AN INCH. IN OTHER PARTS OF THIS REGION ONE 
TO TWO INCHES OF RAIN MAY BE ANTICIPATED AND ONLY IN 
ISOLATED AREAS PRECIPITATION MAY REACH TWO AND ONE 
QUARTER INCHES TO THREE INCHES. VERY SIGNIFICANT DROP 
IN TEMPERATURE IS EXPECTED AT THE END OF THE MONTH. 

IN NORTHERN REGIONS NIGHT TEMPERATURES WILL RANGE BETWEEN 
ZERO AND MINUS 10 F.
